whom likewise to be mentioned,) for the whole or in part of Fines imposed 
on Townlands in the Counties of Londonderry, Donegall, and Tyrone, during 
the entire periods (stating them) wherein every such Collector remained ap- 
pointed and continued to act therein, either by himself or his assistants, in the 
situation of Collectors of such Fines; specifying the years, months, and days 
when, and places where, the levies were made of ail such Cattle, Grain, or 
other Property ; together with the names of the Townlands, Parishes, Baronies, 
and Counties, wherein such Cattle and other articles of Property were dis- 
trained, seized, or otherwise levied, and the prices for which they were sold. 



A Letter addressed to William Gregory, Esq. Under Secretary to the 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, from Edward Hardman, Esq. Secretary 
to the Commissioners of Excise in Ireland, in reply to Mr. Gregory’s 
Letter, forwarding to that Board the Order of the House of Com- 
mons, dated the 26th May 1 820, 

Excise-Office Dublin, 28th June 1820. 

SIR, 

I AM directed by the Chief Commissioners of Inland Excise and Taxes in 
Ireland, respectfully to represent to the House of Commons, the impossibility 
of now making the Return called for by the Order of the 26th May 1820, 
setting forth, “ a detailed Return and Account of all Cattle, Grain, and other 
articles of Property (to.be particularly specified,) which have been distrained, 
taken, or otherwise levied by those Officers of Excise in Ireland, styled Col- 
lectors of Townland or Still Fines (mentioning the names of each,) or by their 
assistants (the names of whom likewise to be mentioned,) for the whole or in 
part of Fines imposed on Townlands in the Counties of Londonderry, Donegall, 
and Tyrone, during the entire periods (stating them) wherein every such Collector 
remained appointed and continued to act therein, either by himself or bis assis- 
taiits, in the situation of Collector of such Fines ; specifying the years, month-s 
and days when, and places where, the levies were made of all such Cattle, Grain 
or other Property, together with the names of the Townlands, Parishes, Baronies 
and Counties, wherein such Cattle and other articles of Property were distrained, 
seized, or otherwise levied, and the prices for which they were sold.” 

The Fines in question, some thousands in number, have been imposed during 
a period of six years, on the different Townlands in the Counties referred to. The 
individuals appointed as Collectors of the Fines in question, have all acted under 
special temporary appointments from time to time, made by the Commissioners of 
Excise, during the years 1815 and i8i6, and subsequently by his Excellency the 
Lord Lieutenant.
